The grades in use at present 
are set by the jobbers who sell beans. 

A complete discussion of the 
Michigan bean marketing system will 
be contained in Special Bulletin No. 
217, written by Professor Hedrick, 
to be printed in a short time by Mich- 
igan State College.
